ncttoo  Of  MplrtttOP  for  class  government.  That 
In  itself  ls  something  which  does  not  appeal  to  a  |  not  worry 
country  with  such  a  diversified  population  as 
Canada.  There  ls  sufficient  historical  knowledge 
here  to  permit  the  people  to  understand  that 
wherever  class  government  has  been  tried  It  has 
failed. 

The  Farmers'  Party  in  Canada  is  definitely  on 
the  decline.  It  has  been  rent  asunder  by  the  for- 
mulation of  new  political  creeds  and  the  defection 
of  many  of  its  adherents.  The  parties  which  are 
enunciating  Socialistic  views  are  also  waning  In 
popularity  after  being  carried  forward  to  a  cer- 
tain stage  on  a  wave  of  mental  unrest  due  to 
depressed  conditions.  Where  there  ls  a  multi- 
plicity of  political  parties  there  ls  always  a  tend- 
ency for  them  to  split  up  and  disintegrate.  That 
Is  particularly  the  case  where  parties  are  founded 
on  the  varying  interests  of  certain  elements  of  the 
population.  Recent  political  developments  have 
led  to  endless  intrigues  among  the  new  parties 
that  have  come  to  the  fore.  They  are  exhausting 
their  usefulness,  if  it  ever  existed,  in  the  endeavor 
to  reconcile  groups  with  different  Interests  In  the 
hope  eventually  of  forming  a  group  government. 

It  Is  class  conception  of  government  that  In- 
volves endless  intrigue  and  ends  in  the  dissemina- 
tion of  a  political  programme  which  is  the  reverse 
of  that  of  popular  and  representative  govern- 
ment. Canada  has  been  passing  through  a  phase 
of  political  unrest.  There  is  a  rejuvenated  reali- 
zation now  springing  up  that  the  cause  of  gov- 
ernment Is  one  that  concerns  all  the  people  and 
that  its  ends  cannot  be  served  by  any  struggle 
between  classes.

CASTING  OUT  FEAR 

Fear  ls  the  artificer  of  worry  In  the  plane  of 
human  experience.  It  Is  the  architect  of  Inco- 
herence In  life.  There  ls  nothing  which  com- 
plicates to  the  same  degree  the  conflicting  ele- 
ments that  go  to  the  make-up  of  character.  It 
ls  a  distracting  factor  in  the  contraricnt  motives 
which  sway  purpose.  Allowing  It  to  govern  the 
processes  of  thought  fosters  the  belief  in  life  be- 
ing the  victim  of  chance  or  circumstance.  Brown- 
ing, who  was  the  great  phychologlst  among  poets, 
gang  of  how  there  ls  a  conflict  of  thought,  emo- 
tion, passion  and  fear  holding  the  human  being 
In  Its  grip,  making  it  Impossible  to  tell  whether 
good  or  evil  is  really  master  of  the  soul. 

Fear  Is  an  obsession  of  the  mind.  It  ls  re- 
sponsible for  most  of  life's  unhapplness.  It  ls  the 
agonizing  factor  in  the  contest  between  good 
and  evil,  desires  and  affections,  in  their  per- 
petual struggle  for  mastery  of  the  heart.  It  ls 
an  Intruding  spirit  seeking  forever  to  control 
personality,  and,  withal,  it  ls  a  spirit  of  evil  which 
usurps  a  sacred  shrine.  It  Is  a  usurper  because 
there  is  an  incongruity  In  fear  in  relation  to  the 
true  self.  Although  radically  antagonistic  they 
arc  found  In  close  association.  Human  life  and 
fear  should  be  essentially  antipathetic,  but  the 
trouble  ls  that  they  are  not,  that  fear  appears 
to  be  a  concomitant  of  life  Itself,  and  their  al- 
liance Is  In  the  nature  of  an  outrage  on  what 
should  be  the  true  character  of  man. 

Where  there  Is  moral  purpose  and  spiritual 
coherence  in  life  there  ls  no  fear,  for  life  then 
dedicates  Itself  to  the  highest  purpose.  In  that 
way  the  distractions  of  the  world  can  be  met 
without  worry,  and  without  fear.  Where  there 
ls  moral  certainty  In  the  vision  all  moral  dif- 
ficulties vanish.  There  is  constant  vigilance  In 
the  outlook,  constant  reliance  on  the  Divine  Will, 
constant  recognition  of  the  high  privilege  of 
working  In  co-operation  with  the  decrees  of  eter- 
nal principles.  The  mind  that  is  under  spiritual 
control  knows  not  the  meaning  of  fear  for  it  ls 
a  servant  always,  held  with  a  perfect  rein,  ready 
to  obey  the  dictates  that  will-power  Imposes. 
Buch  a  mind  Is  only  possible  where  moral  con- 
sistency decrees  the  processes  of  thought,  where 
the  individual  ls  identified  with  the  law  of 
righteousness,  where  there  ls  the  power  of  devo- 
tion and  faith. 

Fear  Is,  often  enough,  a  handmaiden  of  vice. 
Where  it  prevails  in  the  human  soul  there  Is  the 
unconscious  desire  to  make  mere  taste  the  arbiter 
In  distinctions  between  right  and  wrong.  The 
Individual  who  allows  fear  to  hold  sway  In  his 
mind  possesses  no  clear  standard  of  morals  for 
there  ls  a  disposition  to  follow  the  lowest,  or  the 
highest,  as  the  case  may  be  at  the  bidding  of 
In  such  there  ls  no  meaning  In  moral 
„  conscience  cannot  do  its  office.  There  ls 
fear  of  the  consequences  of  the  world's  dis- 
pleasure over  some  course  of  action,  and  so  con- 
ventions or  standards  are  followed  though  they 
may  be  contrary  to  the  course  which  a  glad 
and  clear  courage  proclaims  should  be  taken. 
The  Jostle  of  the  market  place,  the  give  and  take 
of  social  life,  compliance  with  man-made  custom 
are  often  what  break  down  manhood  in  the  real 
tests  of  life's  purpose  and  worth.  It  is  fear  of 
public  or  of  Individual  opinion  that  too  fre- 
quently makes  so  many  forsake  the  narrow  way. 

When  worry  besets  the  human  heart  moral 
decisions  are  made  difficult.  Fear  of  something 
happening  In  certain  eventualities,  Indecision  In 
purpose,  worrying  over  the  past,  the  present  or 
the  future,  all  betoken  the  lack  of  a  clear  purpose 
tn  life.  To  exorcise  fear  there  must  be  discipline 
In  the  heart;  there  must  be  the  power  to  make 
unexpected  self-renunciation;  there  must  be  s 
whole-souled  respect  for  truth  and  righteous 
there  must  be  faithful  devotion  to  pun 


Whenever  wood  Is  used  either  In  the  manu- 
factured or  unmanufactured  state  a  physical 
characteristic,  a  mechanical  property,  or  a  com- 
bination of  the  two  as  a  rule  influences  its  selec- 
tion. Some  of  the  physical  characteristics  of 
wood,  such  as  color,  figure  and  grain,  may  readily 
be  ascertained  by  visual  Inspection.  The  more 
complicated  physical  properties,  such  as  shrink- 
age, specific  gravity,  moisture  content  and  me- 
chanical properties,  require  tests  of  a  varied 
character.  An  effort  to  supply  the  measurement 
of  these  qualities  ls  made  by  the  Forest  Product 
Laboratories  operated  by  the  Federal  Oovern 
ment. 

Tests  have  been  carried  out  over  a  period  of 
sixteen  years.  The  data  secured  represent  ap- 
proximately 100,000  mechanical  tests  and  physi- 
cal determinations  on  l  '.II,  clear  specimens  of 
Canadian  woods.  There  are  some  100  tree  species 
in  the  Dominion.  Tests  have  been  made  on 
forty-nine  of  these — twenty-nine  broad  -  leaved 
species  and  twenty  conifers.  With  a  few  excep- 
tions of  woods  native  to  this  Western  portion 
of  the  Dominion  these  forty-nine  species  in- 
clude all  that  are  at  present  of  commercial 
Importance  In  the  wood-using  industries  of  the 
country.  All  the  broad-leaved  species  tested  and 
10  per  cent  of  the  conifers  were  obtained  In 
Eastern  Canada  (Including  Manitoba)  and  were 
representatives  of  the  predominating  species  of 
that  region.  The  remaining  ten  conifers  were 
from  British  Columbia  and  a  few  from  Alberta. 

Shagbark  hickory  is  the  hardest  when  air- 
dried  but  is  slightly  surpassed  by  rockelm  when 
green.  Western  red  cedar  ls  shown  to  be  the 
softest  of  Canadian  woods  when  green,  and  it  is 
followed  In  that  quality  by  Eastern  white  pine 
and  balsam  poplar.  The  forty-nine  species 
tested  showed  wide  varieties  in  strength  and 
those  varieties  were  determined  on  the  averages 
of  a  great  number  of  Individual  tests.  The 
testing  in  all  major  details  ls  that  followed  by 
laboratories  in  Oreat  Britain,  India,  Australia, 
New  Zealand  and  the  United  States.

"H  milk  be  placed  In  an  open 
boiler  and,  with  the  aid  or  gentle 
beat,  rendarsd  down.  Its  water  will 
be  evaporated  and  a  thick  creamy 
residue  result.  While  heating,  the 
mass  will  need  to  be  continually 
stirred,  preterably  with  a  long- 
handled  wooden  spoon,  in  order  to 
prevent  frothy  overflow,  and  ad- 
hesion and  burning  at  the  sides  of 
the  pan. 

"This  heating  process  may  be 
stopped  when  the  mass  becomes  a 
thick  cream  like  Devonshire  cream, 
which  on  cooling  will  become  thicker 
In  consistence  and  taste  somewhat 
like  sweetened  Devonshire  cream  If 
the  rendering  down  be  continued  a 
little  longer,  until  the  consistence 
gets  thicker  and  then  allowed  to 
cool,  we  have  a  dryish,  dough-like 
mass  of  similarly  sweet  flavor, 
which  can  be  used  to  make  either 
"cream"  sweetmeats  or  delirious 
milk  puddings.  For  the  sweetmeats 
there  would  be  additions  of  semolina 
or  rice  flour  and  sugar,  with  riavor- 
lng  of  vanilla,  or  ratafia,  cardamoms, 
etc..  during  the  process  of  rendering, 
the  last  being  added  at  the  end  of 
the  process  The  mass  may  then  be 
flattened  out  In  a  shallow  pan  or 
dish  and  cut  into  inch  squares  and 
sprinkled  with  chopped  pistachio 
nut. 

"If  properly  made,  these  prepara- 
tions would  keep  very  well  and  could 
be  sold  In  suitable  cartons,  pots  or 
Jars  for  household  use.  These  prod- 
ucts, under  the  name  of  'Khoa.'  are 
In  common  use  throughout  the  East, 
and  provide  the  people,  poor  and 
rich,  with  nourishing  confection, 
rree  rrom  germ  contamination  when 
fresh."

Denying  the  people  of  Europe  or 
any  part  of  the  world  the  products 
of  our  nickel  mines  would  have  as 
much  effect  In  preventing  war  as 
placing  an  embargo  on  the  export 
of  beer  and  whisky  had  on  the 
rallure  or  prohibition.  Arms  were 
manufactured  years  and  yeais  be- 
fore the  discovery  of  nickel  de- 
posits In  Canada  The  people  of 
the  world  made  war  upon  one  an- 
other when  the  weapon*  of  warfare 
as  the  Ideas  or  some 
people  on  the  principles  or  business 
and  economics.  This  is  an  age  of 
rackets.  One  or  the  moat  vociferous 
of  present-day  rackets  Is  the  racket 
of  peace,  and  Its  handmaiden  is  the 
racket  of  disarmament.  The  racket 
which  alms  at  the  destruction  of  s 
valuable  Canadian  Industry  by 
inadlan  dreamers  Is  the  product 
of  a  single-track  mind,  and  of  an 


lovable  man,  showing  that  deep  in 
the  hidden  recesses  of  his  kindly  na- 
ture was  the  foundation  lor  the 
making  or  a  great  artist. 

Now  that  the  mountain  climbing 
season  ls  here,  doubtless  a  number 
or  our  highest  peaks  will  be  scaled. 
It  Ls  Interesting  to  note  that  the 
members  ot  the  Alpine  Club  Intend 
to  ascend.  In  the  near  ruture,  some 
or  the  numerous  majestic  heights 
with  which  this  Island  and  the 
nearby  Mainland  are  so  lavishly  en- 
dowed. That  brings  to  mind  the 
party  that  ascended  Mount  Baker 
on  August  17,  1866.  There  were 
rour  well-known  persons  who  were 
successful  In  accomplishing  that 
feat.  A  full  account  or  their  efforts 
appeared  In  Harper's  Magazine 
shortly  after  the  event.  Those  who 
formed  the  expedition  were  John  A. 
Tennant,  a  Cherokee  Indian  born  in 
Indian  territory  In  1829.  and  who 
died  at  Lynden,  Washington,  on 
February  12,  1893;  Edmund  T.  Cole- 
man, who  went  from  here  to  Eng- 
land and  died  near  St.  Paul's  Cathe- 
dral, London;  Captain  Thomas 
Stratton,  who  fell  dead  on  the  wharf 
at  Port  Angeles  in  1893,  and  Capt 
D.  N.  A.  Ogllvle.  who  died  in  Vic- 
toria In  1924.  These  four  persons 
braved  the  perils  or  that  bcautirul 
mountain,  which  is  about  11,000  feet 
high,  and  were  succcssrul  in  reach- 
ing the  summit.  They  were  the 
heroes  ol  the  day  at  that  time  and 
Victoria  honored  them  In  every  pos- 
sible way. 

We  have  many  fine  mountains 
nearby:  amongst,  the  number  Mount 
Arrowsmlth  on  the  Island  and 
Mount  Waddlngton  on  the  Main- 
land. Both  offer  inducements  to 
those  Intent  on  that  venturesome 
and  thrilling  pastime  which  pre- 
sents so  many  difficulties  to  be  over- 
come. The  younger  generation 
especially  seek  the  many  thrills  or 
that  most  invigorating  sport,  enjoy- 
ing the  bright  sunshine  and  bracing 
breezes  ol  the  mountain  tops.  All 
should  say  "Success  to  them.''  and 
one  can  Imagine  their  voices  ringing 
with  the  words  "Excelsior,  excel- 
sior!" echoing  and  re-echoing  from 
the  tops  or  the  mighty  peaks  when 
each  lofty  eminence  has  been  con 
quered  through  careful  and  cour 
ageous  labor. 

Many  spiritual  thoughts  arise  In 
connection  with  most  earthly  efforts, 
and  when  great  undertakings  are 
accomplished  live  re  still  remains  this 
fact  that  everywhere,  evsti

Sir.— Let  me  congratulate  you  on 
your  publication  or  several  letters 
recently  on  the  treatment  being 
handed  out  to  domestic  help  In  and 
about  this  city.  At  last  the  truth 
ls  being  made  known.  Borne  serv- 
ants are  being  employed  lor  as  low 
as  five  dollars  a  month  and  are  be- 
ing required  to  work  for  longer  hours 
than  a  decent  mun  would  work  a 
horse.  The  sooner  this  Is  stopped 
the  better. 

Among  those  who  employ  help 
there  are  those  who  are  In  a  posi- 
tion to  pay  properWrages  and  those 
who  are  not.  Those  who  can  but 
won't  are  simply  taking  a  mean  and 
contemptible  advantage  of  present 
conditions.  They  expect  long  hours 
of  drudgery  for  wages  that  are 
nothing  but  an  lriMilt  At  the  same 
time  they  can  afford  to  go  out  and 
gamble  their  money  at  bridge,  go 
riding  in  their  cars,  patronize 
charity  runctlons  and  appear  well- 
dresaed  at  church.  But  when  they 
get  home  apparently  they  leave 
whatever  humanitarian  principles 
they  have  on  the  doorstep.  And 
the  tragedy  is  that  we  let  them  get 
away  with  It. 

There  are  others  who  emplov  help 
who  have  no  business  having  a 
servant.  They  cannot  afford  It 
Either  the  woman  of  the  house  Is 
simply  too  lazy  to  do  her  own 
housework,  or  else  she  wants  to 
"put  on  the  dog  "  Whichever  It  la 
the  way  they  take  advantage  of 
women  und  girls  In  nerd  or  employ- 
ment Is  a  disgrace  If  these  peoplr 
cannot  afford  to  pay  decent  wages 
then  It  Is  time  the  woman  of  the 
house  "cut  out  the  dog"  and  did 
h»  r  own  housework.

The  outstanding  complaint  was 
fatigue,  weakness,  or  drowsiness,  fol- 
lowed by  aches  and  pains  through- 
out the  body,  nervousness,  stomach 
trouble,  constipation  and  overweight 

Although  lack  of  thyroid  Juice 
was  likely  the  cause  of  most  of 
these  cases.  Drs.  Carey  and  Brum- 
neld  suspect,  however,  that  there 
may  be  some  other  cause  of  the  low 
metabolic  rate  In  at  least  a  certain 
ijroup  of  these  patients. 

For  Instance,  a  number  of  these 
low  rate  cases  may  be  due  to  In- 
fection, where  the  infection  has 
lasted  for  a  considerable  time. 

Another  cause  of  the  low  rate 
may  be  due  to  lack  of  nourishment 
or  of  the  right  kind  of  food.  For 
instance.  In  so  far  as  "stimulating" 
the  body  processes  to  work,  meat 
stimulates  action  for  the  amount 
eaten  three  times  as  much  as  fats- 
cream,  butter,  fat  meats— and  six 
times  as  much  as  starches— pota- 
toes, bread,  sugar. 

The  thought,  then,  is  that  where 
the  above-mentioned  symptoms  — 
fatigue,  weakness,  nervousness  and 
constipation— are  present,  and  the 
metabolism  test  shows  that  the  rate 
at  which  the  body  processes  are 
working  Is  below  normal,  a  search 
should  be  made  for  any  Infection 
in  the  body,  and  the  Infection  re- 
moved, or  the  amount  of  meat  and 
eggs  should  be  Increased,  before  giv- 
ing the  patient  any  thyroid  extract 
to  increase  the  rate  of  the  body 
processes.

Opportunity  for  sale  of  the  re- 
fined oil  In  Canada  would  prove 
extensive,  particularly  If  this  were 
extended  to  use  of  the  product  In 
the  manufacture  of  paints. 
At  present  there  is  a  large  impor- 
tation Into  Canada  of  cotton  seed 
oil  for  use  in  paint  manufacture. 

Treated  In  a  different  manner. 
With  heat  in  processing  eleminated.

chard oil  could  be  brought  into  play 
in  much  the  same  manner  that  cod 
liver  oil.  halibut  livers  and  other 
vitamin-bearing  products  now  sup- 
ply.

Offhand  suggestion  advanced  by 
counsel  In  a  recent  application  in 
the  courts  that  the  new  Probate 
Duty  Act  might  be  ultra  vires  of  the 
Province  is  not  regarded  seriously 
by  the  department,  entrenched  be- 
hind legal  opinion  of  its  own.  The 
statutes  were  amended  primarily  to 
remove  any  such  objection,  after 
defeat  of  the  original  Succession 
Duty  Act  In  the  courts.

„     GLANDS  AND  OVERWEIGHT 


"Poor  Qrandpa!  He  had  to  ad- 
mit that  his  excess  weight  was  due 
to  gluttony  because  the  thyroid 
■  lit.;  had  not  been  invented  then." 
The  above  little  quotation  from  the 
"Isn't  it  the  Truth"  column  shows 
how  being  overweight  is  really  not 
considered  a  normal  or  proper 
condition  of  the  body. 

In  former  day*  a  man  or  woman  I  but  that 
laughingly  admitted  that  they  ate  shou 
too  much;  but  now  there  Is  a  feel- 
ing akin  to  shame  about  being  over- 
weight, and  so  the  alibi— blaming 
the  gland  system— has  become  pop- 
ular. 

Now  the  very  fact  that  an  indi- 
vidual puts  on  a  little  extra  weight 
la  really  not  a  bad  sign;  it  shows 
that  his  body  processes  are  able  to 
handle  all  food  eaten,  give  him 
energy  to  work  and  yet  store  a  little 
fat.  And  his  body  does  all  this  with 
the  usual  amount  of  food  eaten  by 
the  man  of  normal  weight. 

You  can  hardly  expect  a  healthy 
Individual,  slightly  overweight,  to 
eat  less  than  he  sees  others  eat. 

As  he  continues  to  eat  this  ordin- 
ary amount  of  food  he  gradually 
Increases  In  weight  and  in  the 
course  of  a  few  years  he  is  greatly 
overweight. 

Naturally  he  doesn't  want  to  take 
touch  exercise  because  every  move- 
ment is  really  an  effort  owing  to 
the  increased  weight  he  has  to 
move. 

Becoming  discouraged  or  perhaps 
reconciled  to  his  overweight  he 
calmly  Informs  his  friends  and 
critics  that  his  overweight  is  due 
to  a  gland  disturbance  and  nothing 
can  be  done  about  it. 

However  some  of  his  friends  are 
quite  frank  about  it  and  say,  "Yes. 
excessive  fat  la  caused  by  gland 
disturbance;  especially  by  disturb- 
ing the  little  glands  which  squirt 
digestive  Juices." 

As  you  know,  when  food  Is  eaten, 
three  sets  of  digestive  glands- 
mouth,  stomach  and  pancreas — Im- 
mediately become  "disturbed"  to

■o  that  It  can  be  absorbed  into  the 
blood  as  the  food  passes  through 
the  small  intestine*.

processes  work  at  a  normal  rate- 
not  slower  than  normal — neverthe- 
less It  cannot  be  denied  that  they 
Increase  weight  on  the  same  amount 
of  food  that  would  cause  no  in- 
crease In  the  individual  of  normal 
weight. 

Now  while  this  Is  not  fully  under- 
stood, as  it  cannot  be  blamed  on  the 
thyroid  gland,  there  is  no  question 
the  overweight  individual 
cognize  that  he  has  in- 
herited a  natural  inclination  to 
"stoutness."  8uch  being  the  ca^e 
he  simply  must  not  eat  as  much 
food  as  the  individual  who  has  not 
this  tendency,  or  he  is  bound  to  put 
on  weight. 

In  fact  even  when  the  overweight 
is  actually  caused  by  an  .nsufflcient 
amount  of  thyroid  Juice,  and  thy- 
roid Juice  is  used  in  producing 
the  weight,  cutting  down  the  food 
intake  is  still  a  part  of  the  treat 
ment.

In  the  game  of  golf  the  player  Is 
responsible  for  many  things  with 
which  he  may  not  actually  have 
very  much  to  do.  He  is  responsible, 
for  Instance,  for  the  things  which 
a  caddv  does,  for  the  rules  In  many 
Instances  penalise  the  player  for 
certain  things  which  are  done  by 
himself,  his  partner  or  either  of 
their  caddies.  This  is  the  case  In 
the  flagstick  rule.  It  Is  the  case  In 
touching  or  moving  an  Impediment 
on  the  course,  and  it  Is  the  case 
when  the  player's  ball  la  Interfered 
with. 

Rule  10  (match  play)  governs  the 
situation  when  a  player's  ball  Is 
Interfered  with  by  his  own  side. 
Rule  19  says:  If  a  player's  ball 
strike  himself,  or  his  partner,  or 
either  of  their  caddies,  or  fore-cad  - 
dies,  or  their  clubs,  his  side  shall 
lose  the  hole. 

8troke  Rule  0  says:  If  a  player's 
ball  strike  himself,  or  his  caddy,  or 


cept  wind,  the  player  is  required  to  scored 
drop  a  ball  as  near  as  possible  to 
where  the  ball  lay,  without  penalty. 
On  the  putting  green  he  may  re- 
place a  ball  which  has  been  so  dis- 
placed. In  medal  play,  If  a  sta- 
tionary ball  Is  displaced  by  another 
competitor,  or  his  caddy  or  his 
clubs  or  his  ball,  or  any  outside 
agency  except  wind,  the  player  Is 
required  to  "place "  his  ball  as  near 
as  possible  to  the  spot  from  whi^h 
it  was  moved.  Failure  to  obey  this 
rule  In  medal  play  incurs  disquali- 
fication. In  mate':  play  the  rules 
come  under  the  general  penalty  of 
loss  of  the  hole. 

The  player  In  medal  play  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  action  of  his  caddy 
or  the  person  standing  at  the  hole 
when  he  plays  his  stroke  from 
within  twenty  yards  of  the  cup. 
Negligence  on  the  part  of  that  per- 
son does  not  exempt  him  from  pen- 
alty of  two  strokes  if  he  strikes  the 
flagstick  from  that  distance.  A 
player  Is  always  entitled  to  send 
his  own  caddy  to  stand  at  the  hole 
while  he  plays  his  stroke,  but  Rule 
28  (2)  also  provides  that  "any 
player  or  caddy  engaged  In  the 
mtOch  may  stand  at  the  hole."  In- 
cidentally, In  amending  this  rule, 
the  committee  has  dropped  that 
clause  which  stated:  "Either  side 
may  refuse  to  allow  a  person  who  Ls 
not  engaged  in  the  match  to  stand 
at  the  hole." 

Rule  32  provides  that  "either  side 
is  entitled  to  have  the  flagstick  re 
moved  at  any  time."  so  apparently 
the  committee  considered  it  had  put 
sufficient  safeguards  Into  the  rules 
without  retaining  the  clause  which 
ls  now  past  history.

October  and  November  are  un- 
questionably the  best  months  for 
flying  In  the  Antarctic,  because  It 
la  the  Antarctic  Spring  then,  clear 
and  cold,  with  no  fogs,  but,  because 
of  the  fields  of  heavy  peck  Ice 
north  of  the  Ross  Sea.  one  cannot 
count  upon  getting  through  to  the 
Bay  of  Whales  until  after  the  first 
of  January,  as  my  experience 
shows. 

Then  It  is  past  mid-Summer, 
clear  weather  is  at  a  minimum,  and. 
if  one  does  not  get  out  by  the  end 
of  February,  he  Is  likely  to  be  frozen 
In  for  the  Winter.  So  the  possibil- 
ity of  accomplishing  anything  in  a 
single  season  and  getting  out  is  a 
gamble,  with  the  chances  far  from 
even.

Whalers  are  known  to  have  reached 
Deception  Island  as  early  as  Octo- 
ber 4  Deception  Island  for  many 
years  has  been  a  Summer  whaling 
station  of  the  Norwegians,  but  for 
the  last  several  years  It  has  not 
been  used  because  the  whalers  have 
transferred  their  headquarters  to 
South  Georgia,  1,100  miles  north- 
east. The  Harbor  of  Deception, 
entered  through  a  narrow  channel. 
Is  five  to  seven  miles  long,  and  Is 
the  bed  of  an  extinct  volcano.

Of  course,  I  should  prefer  to  make 
my  base  at  the  head  of  the  Weddell 
Sea  for  the  1,480-mile  flight  across 
Antarctica  to  the  Bay  of  Whales  in 
the  Ross  Sea,  but  this  offers  diffi- 
culties. Only  two  expeditions  have 
penetrated  to  the  head  of  the  ice- 
choked  waters  of  this  treacherous 
sea— Weddell,  who  discovered  It  in 
1849,  and  Fllchner,  In  1912.  Upon 
these  two  occasions  It  was  ice-free. 

In  1915.  the  Endurance,  the  ship 
of  8lr  Ernest  Shackleton,  whose 
objective  was  a  transcontinental 
sledge  Journey  from  the  Weddell  to 
the  Ross  Sea,  was  crushed  by  the 
driving  pack  Ice,  and,  after  an  ad- 
venturous open-boat  Journey  of 
"supreme  •  strife  amid  hearing 
waters."  as  he  expressed  It.  he  suc- 
ceeded with  five  companions  In  tra- 
versing the  800  miles  from  Elephant 
Island,  where  he  left  his  twenty- 
two  comrades,  to  South  Oeorgla. 
for  assistance.  But  It  was  only 
after  three  attempts  that  he  suc- 
ceeded In  returning  to  rescue  them.

Thus,  with  no  likelihood  of  a  base 
In  the  Weddell  Sea,  I  am  faced  by 
the  only  alternative  —a  base  at  De- 
ception Island,  1,350  miles  north- 
west from  the  head  of  Weddell  Sea. 
off  the  coast  of  Oraham  Land,  and 
Deception  Island  lies  600  miles 
south  of  Cape  Horn.  But  a  base 
here  has  its  advantages,  for  the 
whole  west  coast  of  the  Weddell 
Sea.  a  distance  of  some  800  miles, 
is  altogether  unexplored. 

The  shortest  distance  from  De- 
ception Island  to  the  Ross  Sea  Is 
2.300  miles,  but,  by  following  the 
unexplored  west  coast  of  the  Wed- 
dell Sea  to  its  head,  and  then  mak- 
ing a  stralght-llne  flight  across  to 
the  Ross  8ea.  which  I  propose,  the 
distance  Is  2.800  miles  This  la  100 
miles  short  of  the  distance  I  pro- 
posed to  traverse  on  my  last  expedi- 
tion, from  the  Roes  to  the  Weddell 
8ea  and  return. 

The  advantages  of  my  new  choice 
are  apparent.  I  will  traverse  1.800 
miles  of  region  never  seen  by  man. 
If  my  previous  plan  had  material- 
ized, flying  fron  ttn  (toss  to  the 
Weddell  Sea,  I  would  have  traversed 
only  1.100  miles  of  the  unknown.  I

We  must  explore  our  domain.  It 
Is  a  fine  heritage  and  worth  ex- 
ploring, and  the  unveiling  of  Ant- 
arctica remains  the  greatest  piece 
of  geographical  exploration  to  be 
undertaken. 

Probably  the  greatest  unsolved 
problem  as  regards  the  earths 
structure  Is  the  relation  of  East  and 
West  Antarctica  to  each  other.  Are 
there  two  Antarctic  continents  sep- 
arated by  straits  or  archipelagic 
areas?

He  also  has 
passed  on.  Colonel  Donegan  had 
seen  considerable  service  in  the 
army  and  was  wounded  at  the  tak- 
ing of  Kut.  being  four  times  men- 
tioned in  dispatches  In  this  cam- 
paign, and  twice  during  the  Boer 
War.  He  contributed  some  brilliant 
articles  after  the  war  to  The  Medi- 
cal World  <  1919  and  1920),  deliver- 
ing some  crushing  criticisms  of  ttfl- 
cial  medicine  In  some  of  its  phases. 

Approached  on  the  question  of 
vivisection,  he  expressed  his  disbe- 
lief in  the  accounts  of  animal  ex- 
periments that  were  brought  to  his 
notice,  but  when  their  proof  fH  at- 
tabllshed  undeniably,  he  threw  him- 
self wholeheartedly  Into  the  move- 
ment. From  that  time  his  ready 
speech  and  clever  pen  were  ever  at 
the  service  of  the  cause.  The  last 
article  falling  from  his  pan  It  an- 
titled  "Difficulties  in  the  Way  of 
Preventing  Vivisection."  His  ad- 
dresses abounded  in  humor  and  he 
was  a  delightful  and  entertaining 
associate. 

These  are  men  who  never  faltarad 
in  their  allegiance  to  the  work  of 
reform  that  they  had  undertaken,

Thomas  Patrick  Oorman  has  been 
going  places  in  amateur  and  pro- 
fessional sport  for  thirty  years. 
Born  in  Ottawa,  lie  started  out  in 
life  as  a  newspaperman  and  a  la- 
Icrosse  player.  He  helped  to  make 
I  the  famous  Capitals  what  they  were 
for  many  years  by  his  ability  as  a 
home  player.  After  the  conclusion 
of  a  match  in  which  he  had  starred, 
Gorman  would  sit  down  and  write 
a  two-column  story  about  the  strug- 
gle and  finish  off  with  something 
like  "Gorman  also  played." 

In  his  sport  activities  Gorman  has 
traveled  to  the  Pacific  coast  many 
times;  as  far  south  as  Mexico  on 
various  occasions  and  across  to  the 
British  Isles.  His  first  big  tour  was 
in  1908  when  he  was  chosen  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Canadian  all-star  la- 
crosse team  which  did  much  to  start 
the  gutted-stlck  game  In  Great 
Britain.  That  team  was  managed 
by  William  Poran,  now  secretary  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission.  Ot- 
tawa, and  was  coached  by  the  late 
Jimmy  Murphy,  of  Toronto  and 
Cornwall.  Next.  In  1909,  he  was 
playing  with  Newsy  Lalonde  and 
others  for  Rcglna  against  New 
Westminster  for  the  Minto  Cup — 
but  the  Salmonbellles  won  after 
they  had  loosened  some  of  his  teeth 
and  knocked  him  out.  Oorman 's 
tall,  lithe  figure  was  familiar  to  the 
crowds  of  all  lacrosse  centres  of  the 
Dominion. 

COACHED  OTTAWA  TEAM 

Although  he  did  not  play  much 
hockey,  Gorman  grew  up  with  the 
Winter  sport  and  eventually  was 
pilot  of  the  Ottawa  Senators  from 
1919  to  1924,  and  within  the  period 
of  five  years  the  club  won  the  Stan- 
ley Cup  three  times— from  Seattle 
In  the  Spring  of  1920;  from  Van- 
couver In  1921  and  from  the  Ed- 
monton Eskimos  In  1923. 

Gorman  fell  out  with  professional 
hockey  interests  in  the  capital  when 
the  club  graduated  to  the  hand- 
some Auditorium  and  1924  found 
Tommy  in  New  York  City  where  he 
gathered  the  "Amazing  Amerks," 
erstwhile  Hamilton,  Ontario,  players 
and  others.

8ome  very  good  golfers  describe 
the  beginning  of  the  unwinding  of 
the  hips,  which  initiates  the  move- 
ment back  toward  the  ball,  as  a 
function  of  the  right  hip.  Although 
I  prefer  to  think  of  it  as  a  pull 
from  the  left  side,  because  this  is 
more  consistent  with  my  concep- 
tion of  the  correct  use  of  the  hands 
and  arms,  I  can  find  no  fault  with 
the  other  method.  As  long  as  It  Is 
Impossible  to  turn  one  hip  without 
turning  the  other,  It  can  make  little 
difference  at  what  point  the  In- 
tention is  directed. 

In  my  swing,  then,  the  turning  of 
the  right  knee  in  toward  the  left  is 
not  a  conscious  movement.  I  begin 
the  downstroke  by  moving  my  hips 
a  little  forward,  at  the  same  time 
starting  to  unwind  them  by  a  pull 
from  the  left  side.  This  movement 
necessarily  starts  the  right  knee 
turning  toward  the  ball. 

A  number  of  faults  can  be  seen  In 
the  movement  of  the  right  leg.  But 
because,  as  I  have  said,  I  play  golf 
from  the  left  side,  I  find  it  easier 
to  locate  and  correct  them  on  that 
side.

To  all  who  have  studied  motion 
pictures  of  the  golf  stroke,  the

For  some  years  professional  base-

FLAGS TABOO 

Sarmuda  Magistrate  Orders 
teapot  Banner  Struck 
Within  Month 


HAMILTON,  Bermuda  (CP).  — 
Miss  Catherine  Tucker  has  been 
ordered  to  strike  the  flag  which  has 
flown  above  her  premises  on  Pitts 
Bay  Road  for  many  years. 

The  order  was  given  by  Acting 
Magistrate  Donald  C.  Smith,  when 
she  was  charged  with  an  offence 
under  the  Act  which  forbids  an  ad- 
vertising sign  to  be  so  erected  that 
any  part  of  It,  or  the  supporters  of 
It.  shall  be  visible  against  the  sky 
from  any  point  on  a  public  road 

It  is  one  of  those  "keep  Bermuda 
beautiful''  laws  on  the  statutes. 
Another  bans  automobiles. 

TERMED  ADVERTISEMENT 
Miss  Tucker  contended  the  flag, 
a  yellow  banner  with  a  black  teapot 
on  It,  was  not  an  advettlsement 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  She 
suggested  her  flag  was  In  a  simlllar 
position  to  the  house  flag  flown  by 
agents  for  various  shipping  lines 
when  boats  belonging  to  those  lines 
were  in  port. 

In  giving  Judgment,  the  acting 
magistrate  said  the  preamble  of  the 
Act  spoke  about  unsightly  adver- 
tisements, so  he  had  no  hesitation 
in  saying  the  flag  was  an  adver- 
•  rnent  within  the  meaning  of  the 


Miss  Tucker  said  she  would  fly  It 
until  the  month  was  up,  then  re- 
move the  device  of  a  "teapot 
Couchant"  and  substitute  the  letter 
"T".  which  she  considered  would 
put  her  in  precisely  the  same  po- 
sition as  the  steamship  agents  when 
the  flags  fly  with  letters  on  them. 

The  acting  magistrate  refused  to 
deal  with  the  question  about  steam- 
ship house  flags  or  flags  flown  by 
hotels,  saying  he  would  consider 
them,  each  on  Its  own  merits,  if 
hey  were  brought  before  him. 

He  suggested  Miss  Tucker  should 
seek  legal  advice  before 
the  device  on  her  flag.

It  has  all  the  attributes, 
all  the  natural  advantages,  which  are  made 
for  prominence  and  good  golf,  as  Is  evidenced 
by  the  remarkable  successes  of  Oorge  Vale 
players  In  recent  events.  An  Ingenious  scheme 
Is  on  the  way  by  which  the  club  hopes  to  fi- 
nance the  final  steps.  This  takes  the  form  of 
p  guessing  competition  In  which  the  contestant 
lecords  his  estimate  of  the  time  required  by 
two  well-known  handicap  players  to  circle  the 
course.  t 

The  course  was  hewn  from  wild  timbers  and 
deep  undergrowth,  and  It  took  plenty  of  work 
before  ^t  began  to  take  shape  and  was  offi- 
cially opened  on  November  30.  1930.  Construc- 
tion was  commenced  during  February  of  1927 
and  after  three  years  of  steady  clearing,  plant- 
ing, seeding  and  other  work.  ex-Mayor  Her- 
bert Anscomb.  of  Victoria,  was  called  upon  to 
perform  the  opening  ceremonies  the  last  day 
in  November.

Here*  a  short  description  of  the  full  eigh- 
teen holes  as  given  to  me  by  Secretary  James 
Smart  : 

No.  1.  This  hole  Is  504  yards  in  length,  but 
as  being  played  at  present  is  400  yards.  Ooing 
down  a  slope  from  tee  and  up  to  the  green, 
one  has  to  place  his  drive  up  the  centre  be- 
tween traps  on  either  side  guarding  the  green. 
The  fairway  affords  ample  room  for  the  golfer 
who  Is  in  the  habit,  of  slicing  or  hooking. 

No  2  A  very  beautiful  hole.  The  green  is 
190  yards  from  the  tee  and  stands  on  a  slight 
rise.  It  is  guarded  by  traps  on  both  sides.  Be- 
tw-n  the  tee  and  the  green  are  two  miniature 
lakes  on  opposite  sides  of  the  fairway.  The 
hole  requires  an  ac -urate  tee  shot  to  get  a  par 
No.  3  One  of  the  trickiest  holes  on  the 
It  Is  310  yards  up  hill  with  a  par  four, 
a  good  one  a 


The  fairway  is  the  narrowest  on  the  course, 
with  an  out-of-bounds  on  the  right  and  rocks 
lining  on  the  left.  This  green  also  la  cloaely 
guarded  by  yawning  traps,  so  that  even  after  a 
good  tee  shot,  there  is  plenty  opportunity  for 
trouble. 

No.  4.  Three  hundred  and  eighty-five  yards 
In  length  with  a  par  four.  The  fairway  is 
level,  but  a  person  can  get  into  trouble  with 
an  out-of-bounds  on  the  right  from  the  tee. 
The  green  Is  of  a  three-tier  variety,  guarded  In 
front  by  two  mounds  and  on  either  side  by 
traps. 

Picturesque  Hole 

rO.  5.  A  picturesque  hole,  and  is  played 
from  an  eminence  to  an  eminence.  It 
measures  375  feet  and  Is  a  par  four.  A  drive 
and  Iron  should  reach  the  green,  but  here 
again  it  requires  a  carefully  placed  drive  to 
obtain  a  clear  approach  to  the  green.  1 

No.  6.  A  par  three  and  250  yards  from  the 
tee.  On  the  left  Is  a  large  pond,  where  many 
a  drive  will  land  If  not  played  to  the  right. 
The  green  Is  beautifully  situated  by  tall  trees. 

No.  7.  A  462-yard  hole  and  a  par  five  The 
tee  shot  Is  played  up  hill  over  a  mound  in  the 
centre  of  the  fairway,  and  therefore  requires 
a  well- placed  drive  to  open  the  green,  which  Is 
situated  at  the  end  of  a  long  stretch  of  open 
lairway.  It  is  guarded  on  either  side  by 
bunkers  and  at  the  back  of  a  grassy  hollow. 

No  8.  This  hole  Is  490  yards  and  Is  a  par 
five.  It  Is  a  rather  narrow  at  the  tee.  but  at 
150  yards  widens  out  into  a  very  liberal  ex- 
panse of  fairway  all  down  hill.

St.  Bartholomew's  Church 

THE  Church   of   St.   Bartholomew  the 
Oreat  Is  the  oldest  in  the  city  of  London 
with  the  exception  of  the  Chapel  In  the 
Tower,  and  is  one  of  the  finest  specimens  of 
Norman  architecture  In  existence. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  twelfth  century  the 
court  of  Henry  I  was  a  very  gay  one,  and 
among  the  gayest  and  most  popular  of  the 
courtiers  was  a  monk  named  Rah  ere,  whose 
ready  wit  and  ability  to  entertain  gained  for 
him  the  title  of  the  kings  Jester.  In  1120  the 
king's  only  son  was  drowned  when  "The  White 
Ship"  foundered  in  the  North  Sea.  and  we  are 
told  in  our  history  books  that  the  monarch 
never  smiled  again.  The  grief  of  the  king  was 
reflected  in  his  courtiers,  and  many  of  them, 
Rahere  among  the  number,  turned  their 
thoughts  to  religion. 

As  a  penance  for  his  former  levity  Rahere 
went  on  a  pilgrimage  to  Rome,  where  he  was 
stricken  down  with  a  dangerous  fever.  While 
sick  he  had  a  vision  of  St.  Bartholomew,  who 
commanded  that  he  should  build  a.church  and 
a  hospital  for  the  poor.  In  return  for  which  the 
saint  promised  him  a  safe  recovery  and  a 
blessing  on  his  undertaking.  Rahere  recovered 
from  the  fever,  returned  to  England,  and  in 
1120  commenced  the  erection  of  a  priory,  a 
church  and  a  hospital,  all  of  which  he  dedi- 
cated to  St.  Bartholomew.  Ten  years  later  the 
king  granted  the  priory  a  charter,  which  gave 
it  the  right,  among  other  things,  to  raise  funds 
for  the  hospital  by  holding  an  annual  fair. 
This  fair  was  a  great  success  from  the  start, 
and  when  Rahere  died  in  1142  he  had  the  sat- 
isfaction of  leaving  the  four  Institutions  which 
he  had  founded,  namely,  the  priory,  the 
church,  the  hospital  and  the  fair,  in  a  flour- 
ishing condition. 

Confiscated  the  Property 

a  T  the  time  of  the  Reformation  Henry  VIII 
l\  confiscated  the  whole  of  the  property  of 
the  priory,  which  was  of  considerablo  value, 
and  sold  most  of  It.  but  he  salved  his  con- 
science by  allowing  the  residents  of  the  district 
who  had  worshipped  In  the  great  church  of  the 
priory  to  retain  the  chotr  and  the  side  aisles 
of  the  edifice  as  a  parish  church.  As  was  to* 
be  expected,  he  failed  to  provide  them  with 
any  funds  for  Its  upkeep,  and  they  were  com- 
pelled to  rent  portions  of  the  sacred  structure 
for  secular  purposes.  The  crypt  was  let  for  the 
storage  of  wine  and  coal,  schools  were  held  In 
the  galleries,  and  a  blacksmith  set  up  a  forge 
and  shod  horses  in  one  of  the  aisles.  The  Lady 
Chapel  was  leased  to  a  frtngemaker.  who 
heig  s'ened  the  walls  and  made  It  Into  a 
three-storied  building,  on  the  top  floor  of 
which  Benjamin  Franklin  worked  for  a  printer 
in  1725  Among  the  many  ancient  tombs  to  be 
found  In  the  church  are  those  of 


may.  one  of  the  Elltabethan  Chancellors  and 
the  founder  of  Emmanuel  College  at  Cam- 


Numerous  famous  men  have  lived  In  Bar- 
tholomew Close  at  the  side  of  the  church.  It 
was  there  that  John  Milton,  the  blind  poet, 
went  Into  hiding  on  the  Restoration  of  the 
monarchy  and  thus  avoided  death  on  the 
scaffold;  It  was  the  birhplace  of  William 
Hogarth,  the  painter;  and  two  American  celeb- 
rities, Benjamin  Franklin  and  Washington 
Irving,  lodged  there  for  a  time. 

An  Erroneous  Idea 

THE  hospital, has  grown  tb  be  one  of  the 
largest  and  wealthiest  In  London.  Re  here 
left  It  well  endowed,  and  later  it  was  re-en- 
dowed and  enlarged  by  Richard  Whlttlngton. 
one  of  the  most  famous  of  the  Lord  Mayors 
of  London,  but  when  Henry  VIII  confiscated 
the  property  of  the  priory  he  also  seised  the 
endowments  of  tlie  hospital,  and  It  was  with 
considerable  difficulty  that  he  was  Induced  to 
give  back  a  small  portion  of  his  booty  to  keep 
the  much-needed  Institution  in  existence.  This 
act  of  royal  generosity  was  commemorated  by 
the  erection  of  the  king's  statue  above  the 
main  entrance,  where  It  still  stands,  a  fact 
which  has  given  rise  to  the  general  but  very 
erroneous  idea  that  he  was  the  founder  of  the 
historic  hospital. 

For  nearly  seven  centuries  St.  Bartholomew's 
Fair  was  a  successful  and  popular  annual  fix- 
ture, and  was  of  two  to  three  weeks'  duration, 
but  It  finally  developed  Into  such  a  rowdy  fes- 
tival that  it  had  to  be  sup^esscd  by  the  civic 
authorities.  The  ground  upon  which  the  fair 
was  held  was  known  as  the  Smooth  Fields,  or 
8mlthfleld.  and  was  the  scene  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  public  executions  and  religious  martyr- 
doms. 

A  memorial  tablet  on  the  wall  of  the  hos- 
pital commemorates  the  Protestant  martyrs, 
who  died  at  the  stake  in  Bmlthfleld  In  the 
reign  of  Mary,  but  In  later  days  there  were 
numerous  other  victims  who  suffered  the  tor- 
tures of  the  penal  fires  rather  than  abjure 
their  religious  convictions,  and  on  the  same

y^N  the  first  day  of  the  fair  In  130ft  William 
V/  Wallaee .  the  heroic  Scottish  patriot,  was 
dragged  In  chains  by  horses  through  the  filth 
and  the  mire  of  the  London  streets  to 
field,  where  the  sight  of  his  brutal 
proved  more  attractive  to  the  enormous  crowd 
of  revellers  than  all  the  shows  of  the  fair

R  Keys  has  found  that  these  phenom- 
ena sre  closely  associated  with  ♦he  salt 
concentration  of  the  blood  of  fishes,  and  the 
apparatus  which  enables  a  Ash  to  get  fresh 
water  for  drinking  from  the  ocean,  or  salt 
from  lakes  for  its  blood,  also  enables  some  fish 
to  live  in  either  fresh  or  salt  water,  yet  keep 
their  blood  at  a  proper  salt  concentration. 

Scientists  have  established  the  Interesting 
fact  that  the  salt  concentration  In  the  blood 
of  fishes  which  live  In  "lther  fresh  or  salt 
water  Is  about  the  same  as  the  percentage  of 
salt  in  the  blood  of  man.  as  well  as  most 
vertebrate  mammals.  But  salt  U  readily 
available  to  man;  he  takes  what  he  wants  *r 
feels  he  needs,  and  the  kidneys  and 


seriously  from  the  effects  of  salt  deficiency  in 
their  blood,  and  that  they  were  able  to  work 
much  more  happily,  efficiently  and  safely  If  a 
small  amount  of  salt  was  put  in  their  drink- 
ing water. 

But  what  of  fish?  Dr.  Keys  faced  the  prob- 
lem of  ocean  fish  living  In,  drinking  and 
breathing  water  which  contained  about  three 
times  as  much  salt  as  they  could  possibly 
stand.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is  not  enough 
salt  in  fresh  water  to  keep  the  blood  of  perch, 
trout  and  pickerel  at  the  necessary  concentra- 
tion, although  they  get  a  little  In  their  natural 
foods. 

Tremendously  Efficient 

nR.  Key*  found  that  the  fresh  water 
fish  has  a  tremendously  efficient  and 
versatile  kidney  which  carefully  saves  every 
bit  of  salt  thst  reaches  It  and  passes  it  along 
to  the  blood  to  keep  the  concentration  up. 

In  the  case  of  the  sea  fish,  however,  the 
problem  Is  more  complicated;  that  of  getting 
rid  of  the  excess  salt  In  sea  water  which  the 
Ash  can  neither  use  nor  stand,  and  at  the 
same  time  getting  enough  fresh  water  to  drink 
It  had  been  supposed  thst  as  In  man.  the 
kidney  of  the  ses  fish  got  rid  of  excess  sslt 
and  conserved  fresh  water.  It  has  b»i>n 
shown,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  the  kidney 
does  neither;  it  simply  acts  as  a  means  of  get- 
ting rid  of  the  waste  products  of  metsbohsm

The  Seashore 


C ARTIER  told  of  the  sandhills  thrown  up 
by  the  billows  of  the  gulf.  They  may  be 
seen  today  In  many  other  places  along  the 
north  shore.  Fine  times  children  have  trying 
to  run  up  their  sliding  sides  as  the  white- 
capped  breakers  roll  over  them. 

For  ihe  most  part,  however,  the  Summer 
seas  are  calm,  the  tides  lapping  the  base  of 
the  low  cliffs  of  bright  red  sandstone,  or  re- 
tiring leave  long  stretches  of  sandy  beach 
bordered  by  long  green  seaweed. 

Seventy  years  ago  men  and  boys  wading  out 
among  it  caught  lobsters  on  the  soft  bottom 
and,  carrying  them  ashore,  boiled  them  for  the 
children  waiting  there.  Nowadays  fishermen 
go  farther  out  to  sea  to  trap  these  valuable 
shellfish  and  to  sell  them  to  the  canneries. 

In  some  of  the  bays  there  are  oyster  beds, 
now  carefully  preserved,  for  there  are  none 
more  delicious.  Time  was  when  good-natured 
fishermen,  anchoring  their  little  vessels  and 
throwing  some  oysters  into  the  dory,  called  the 
children  playing  on  the  shore  and,  opening 
the  shellfish,  feasted  them  to  their  delight. 
Times  have  changed,  and  oysters  have,  become 
a  very  valuable  article  of  commerce. 

Almost  everywhere  is  seen  blue  water  and 
green  grass.  The  gulf  stretches  arms  Inland, 
making  here  a  beautiful  bay  where  many  ships 
may  ride  at  anchor,  or  there  a  long  inlet 
which  Islanders  call  a  river,  up  which  the  tide 
flows  to  meet  some  stream. 

The  widest  part  of  the  island  is  thirty-four 
miles  across.  One  can  easily  walk  the  four 
miles  between  shore  and  shore  where  it  Is

\OW  let  us  leave  the  dancing,  sparkling 
waves  and  look  Inland.  The  highroad 
runs  by  fertile  farms.  The  fields  are  carefully 
fenced,  for  the  crops,  whether  of  hay.  potatoes, 
wheat,  barley,  oats  or  turnips  are  precious.  On 
many  of  the  pasture  fields  there  are  herds  of 
fine  cattle,  for  creameries  have  taken  the  place 
of  the  cool  dairies,  once  the  pride  of  farmers' 
wives.  Calves  are  in  a  smaller  enclosure  near 
the  home  and  are  carefully  tended. 

On  the  upland  fields  are  the  flocks  of  sheep 
with  their  lambs,  for  island  mutton  has  not 
lost  its  flavor.  The  fleeces,  once  made  Into 
homespun  at  home,  are  now  sent  to  the  fac- 
tory. Horses,  than  which  there  are  few 
stronger  and  more  handsome,  are  stlU  bred, 
in  defiance  of  automobiles  and  machinery. 

The  road  in  many  places  is  shaded  by  the 
branches  of  beech,  maple,  birch  and  other 
hardwood  trees.  The  towering  pine  and  sturdy 
oak  long  ago  fell  a  prey  to  the  axes  of  lum- 
bermen or  shipbuilders.  Spruce  groves  and 
cedar  swamps  furnish  material  for  building 
and  fencing.  By  the  seashore  or  river  banks 
alders  grow  as  big  shrubs,  very  different  from 
the  fine  trees  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Comfortable  houses  and  big  barns  are  seen 
at  intervals.  Oardens  and  orchards  adorn 
some  of  the  homes.  Here  and  there  may  be 
seen  a  larger  residence  or  a  smaller  home  that 
speaks  of  miafortune  or  mismanagement.  Both 


The  Children 


a  SCHOOLHOUSE  Is  passed  every  third 
j\  mile.  Little  groups  of  children  pass  along 
the  road,  almost  every  gate  adding  to  the 
number.  Bonny,  bright-fared  youngsters  they 
are.  glad  to  meet  each  other  and.  for  the  most 
part,  happy  In  the  thought  of  the  work  before 
them.  Some  of  them  can-y  their  dinners  In 
Indian  baskets,  gaily  colored  Others  will  go 
home  at  noon  to  join  fathers  and  big  brothers 
from  the  fields.  Their  grandmothers  and 
grandfathers  went  barefoot  to  school  in  Sum- 
mer when  they  were  children.  Perhaps  that 
luxury  is  not  allowed  in  these  days.  In  most 
school  districts  there  is  a  big  brook  crossed  by 
a  bridge.  Few  are  the  children  who  do  not 
stop  to  drink  at  the  spring  that  bubbles 
through  the  sand.  There  Is  a  gentle  slope 
from  the  schoolhouac  to  the  brook,  and  up  It 
the  little  folks  trudge  merrily.  At  the  school 
door  they  meet  the  group  from  the  opposite 
end  and  soon  all  are  busy  Indoors.  We  shall 
not  disturb  them  there. 

In  many  parts  of  the  West  men  and  women 
who  onoe  attended  the  country  schools  of  this 
little  province  are  serving  Canada  faithfully. 

At  greater  Intervals  than  the  schoolhouses 
sre  the  churches.  They  stand  apart,  usually 
with  their  gTaveyard  behind  them.  There  on 
8unday  the  people  meet  for  worship.  They 
are  a  church-loving  people,  these  Islanders, 
and  all,  whether  Roman  Catholic.  Anglican. 
Presbyterian,  Methodist  or  Baptist,  hold  fast 
to  the  faith  of  their  fathers.  The  memory  of 
many  bishops  and  pastors  Is  held  In  love  and 
reverence  not  only  by  their  own  congregation* 
but  by  all  who  were  privileged  to  know  them. 

As  we  look  around  wo  see  men  and  bov.s 
working  In  the  fields  at  the  various  tasks  that 
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3ARK  cloud  and  a  flash  of  lightning  gtf* 
warning  of  a  Summer  shower,  and  the 
traveler  seeks  the  shelter  of  a  farmhouse  near 
the  road.  What  a  clean,  cosy  place  it  Is!  The 
little  ones  playing  by  the  open  door  look  up 
shyly,  and  their  mother  comes  forward  with 
a  hearty  welcome.  Her  daughter  hastens  to 
make  ready  a  meal,  for  a  stranger  must  par- 
take at  least  of'  a  cup  of  tea  before  he  leaves 
an  islander's  home.  Perhaps  there  is  music, 
for  it  is  many  years  since  country  girls  learned 
to  play  an  organ  or  piano.  Now  the  radio  Is 
to  be  heard  here  and  there  among  Its  fields. 
Books  and  magazines  and  newspapers  speak 
of  intelligence,  and  kindliness  Is  felt  In  every 
tone.  The  little  ones  have  forgotten  their 
shyness,  and  when  the  sun  has  come  out  they 
beg  their  mother  to  take  their  new  friend  to 
see  the  foal,  the  chickens,  the  little  pigs  and 
the  goslings,  the  farms  babies,  before,  rested 
and  refreshed,  he  goes  on  his  way. 


The  Little  Land 

AN  easy  day's  Journey  In  a  good  motor  car 
will  take  the  tourist  from  one  end  of  the 
province  to  the  other,  a  distance  of  130  miles. 
There  are  no  mountains,  and  the  highest  hill 
scarcely  reaches  a  height  of  400  feet. 

In  Its  2,173  square  miles  of  surface  there  are 
very  few  uncultivated  spots.  Even  the  blue- 
berry barrens  and  the  cranberry  Islands  have 
an  attraction  for  the  young  folk,  who  spend 
many  a  delightful  holiday  gathering  the  fruit. 

Of  the  1.360.000  acres  (about  a  seventh  of 
the  area  of  Vancouver  Island)  there  are  only 
60,000  that  have  not  been  cultivated. 

The  Fisheries 

OREAT  part  of  the  wealth  of  the  Island 
province  Is  in  the  waters  that  surround 
the  coasts.  These  are  dotted  on  Summer  days 
with  the  sails  of  Ashing  boats.  On  the  shores 
of  many  bays  are  platforms  for  drying  cod  and 
haddock.  Herring  are  salted  In  barrels  for 
Winter  use.  Mackerel  are  sold  fresh  In  home 
and  neighboring  ports.  The  smelt,  which  In 
Spring  come  up  creeks  and  streams  in  myriads, 
are  caught  In  Winter  through  holes  in  the  ice 
and  sent  frozen  to  the  tables  of  rich  citizens 
abroad. 

The  value  of  the  Island  fisheries  is  about 
two  million  dollars  a  year.  Nevertheless  the 
fisherman's  lot.  here  as  elsewhere,  Is  a  hard 
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Fox  Farming 


T^RINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND  has  one  source 
JL  of  wealth  we  must  not  overlook.  Seventy 
years  ago  the  red  fox  was  sometimes  seen  in 
the  woods  by  the  brookslde.  Still  earlier  In 
the  nineteenth  century  he  was  hunted  by 
sport-loving  gentry  from  the  Old  Land  till 
sturdy  farmers  protested  against  the  tres- 
passers. 

Neither  the  children  who.  half  afraid,  ad- 
mired the  shy  creature,  the  hunters,  nor  the 
angry  farmers  dreamed  that  kin  of  Reynard 
would  some  day  be  of  more  value  than  the 
purest  bred  horses  or  the  finest  of  cattle. 

The  foresight,  the  patience  and  the  perse- 
verance of  him  who  first  discovered  that  sil- 
ver black  foxes  could  be  reared  amid  the  cul- 
tivated fields  of  Prince  Edward  Island  and 
set  to  work  to  develop  a  strain  which  would 
supply  women  with  the  furs  they  covtt  has 
had  Its  reward.  Fox  farming  is  now  a  great 
Industry  and  has  brought  wealth  to  many  of 
those  engaged  In  It. 

Charlottetown 

HOMES  grow  more  spacious,  grounds  more 
beautiful  and  fields  richer  as  we  near 
the  capital  city,  for  many  gentlefolk  live  in 
the  Royalty.  Here  we  see  the  smoke  of  the 
train  and  hear  its  whistle  as,  laden  with  pas- 
sengers and  merchandise,  It  slowly  approaches 
the  town.  The  one  railroad  with  its  branches 
serves  the  whole  province.  Charlottetown. 
with  more  than  twelve  thousand  Inhabitants, 
is  the  little  capital  of  this  smallest  of  Cana- 
dian provinces.  The  city,  with  Its  wide,  tree- 
bordered  streets,  has  a  lovely  site  on  Hills- 
borough Bay.  On  the  opposite  side  at  the  en- 
trance to  the  harbor  was  Port  La  Jole.  built 
by  the  French  in  the  hope  that  it  could  de- 
fend Isle  St.  Jean  against  Qreat  Britain.  With 
the  fall  of  Loulsberg  It  was  doomed,  and  the 
conquerors  built  the  present  city  on  the  op- 
posite side  of  the  harbor. 

In  the  centre  of  the  city  Is  the  group  of 
public  buildings.  The  grey  old  Province  Build- 
ing Is  one  of  the  oldest  legislative  halls  In 
Canada.  The  post  office,  the  market  house 
and  the  combined  library  and  picture  gallery 
fill  the  remaining  space.  Many  years  ago  a 
generous  and  enterprising  citizen.  Mr.  Arthur 
Newbery,  laid  out  and  planted  flower  beds 
around  the  buildings.  In  Summer  these  are 
bright  and  fragrant  with  annuals  and  such 
other  flowers  as  will  stand  the  Winter. 

A  short  and  pleasant  walk  by  hawthorn- 
bordered  homes  will  take  us  to  the  old  Gov- 
ernment House,  which  has  lately  welcomed  a 


Oeorge  Daabrtsay.  Just  beyond  Is  Victoria 
Park,  with  one  of  the  loveliest  views  In  the 
world.  It  would  take  the  pen  of  a  poet  or  the 
brush  of  a  painter  to  fitly  describe  Its  peace- 
ful beauty. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  city  la  the  Prince  of 
Wales  College,  a  new  building.  Fire  a  few 
years  ago  destroyed  the  old  one,  but  not  the

NEWS  from  Denmark  tells  of  the  arrival  at 
Copenhagen  of  a  youth  from  faraway  Ice- 
land, who  Is  about  to  enter  college,  supporting 
himself  as  a  gardener's  apprentice.  There  Is 
nothing  very  strange  In  that.  But  the  story  of 
this  young  man  Is  not  a  common  one. 

His  name  is  SiRurdur  Slgurdsson.  At  four- 
teen he  won  the  Carnegie  Medal  for  a  re- 
markable rescue.  He  lived  on  a  farm  in  the 
north  of  Iceland  with  his  parents  and 
five  other  children.  One  day  eight  years  ago 
his  father  was  away  and  the  children  were 
playing  outside  near  the  Children's  Falls,  so 
called  because  two  children  had  fallen  to 
their  death  a  long  time  ago.  The  little  ones 
had  made  for  themselves  small  sledges  out  of 
packing-cases  and  were  having  a  glorious 
time  coasting  down  the  slope.  Suddenly  nine- 
year-old  Bragl,  losing  his  foothold,  started  to 
slide  down,  down,  and  down  towards  the  Falls. 
His  terrified  screams  brought  his  mother  run- 
ning from  the  cottage;  then,  she,  too.  slipped 
on  the  steep  frozen  slope  and  was  carried  in 
the  wake  of  the  boy. 

As  by  a  miracle  they  came  to  a  halt  on  the 
narrow  ledge  a  little  way  down  the  Falls,  and 
they  they  cowered,  clutching  the  Ice-covered 
rock  with  numbing  flgers  and  knowing  with  a 
horrible  certainty  that  they  would  soon  have 
to  let  go. 

Hearing  their  cries.  Slgurdur  ran  for  a  pick- 
axe and  a  length  of  rope,  and  then  started 
coolly,  methodically,  to  hew  a  flight  of  steps 
Into  the  sheet  of  ice  where  they  were  clinging 
Just  above  the  sheer  drop  of  the  Falls. 

It  took  him  twenty  minutes  of  frenzied  ef- 
fort to  come  close  enough  to  throw  one  end 
of  the  rope  to  his  mother;  the  other  end  he 
tied  to  the  handle  of  the  axe.  Striking  the 
axe  into  the  ice,  he  hauled  them  up  a  little 
way.  then,  as  they  managed  to  cling  for  a  mo- 
ment to  the  side  of  the  slope,  he  struck  the 
axe  Into  the  next' step  higher  up,  hauled  again, 
and  each  time  got  them  a  little  nearer  safety. 
Another  twenty  minutes  and  the  rescue  was 
complete.

The  Foreground 

THE  house  In  this  picture  is  sure  to  occupy 
the  foreground  and  Is  bound  to  be  one  of 
the  most  outstanding  features  In  it.  Some- 
times we  wish  It  were  not.  but  It  Is  there  and 
likely  to  remain.  Very  often  at  little  expense 
the  foreground  may  be  Improved  by  extending 
the  eaves,  creating  an  overhanging  effect,  and 
by  supporting  the  porch  by  pillars  of  more 
than  generous  size.  The  sharp  angles  may  be 
taken  off  by  planting  around  the  corners  and 
the  use  of  creepers. 

Due  attention  should  be  given  to  the  plant- 
ing around  the  house.  A  continuous  fringe 
around  the  whole  structure  Is  objectionable  In 
every  way  and  should  not  be  tolerated.  Plant 
in  masses;  break  up  the  straight  lines,  but  see 
to  It  that  the  house  Is  properly  connected  up 
by  means  of  planting  with  Mother  Earth. 

Framing  the  Picture 

a  LL  pictures  must  have  a  frame.  In  this 
JtV  case  we  secure  It  by  means  of  the  bor- 
der. An  Irregular  border  Is  of  great  use  in 
this  connection.  Use  bold  masses  of  planting 
with  curved  border  lines,  providing  for  little 
bays  where  the  lower-growing  things  may 
appear.  Avoid  straight  lines,  and  round  off 
the  angles  of  the  lawn  or  garden  In  such  a 
way  as  to  bring  about  the  most  pleasing  ef- 
fect. In  this  connection  study  your  viewpoint, 
and  by  means  of  shrubbery  shut  out  the  objec- 
tionable features,  and  emphasize  the  beautiful 
by  leaving  an  open  space,  If  there  is  something 
beautiful  which  you  wlah  people  to  see  In  the 
distance. 

Roads  and  Paths 

»TpHBRE  Is  nothing  beautiful  about  cement 
1  walks,  and  some  of  us  can  aee  little  beauty 
In  the  trimmed  hedjre.  However,  they  may 
have  a  place.  In  our  opinion,  as  you  approach 
the  house,  nothing  can  take  the  place  of  step- 
ping stones,  level  with  the  surface  soil,  over 
which  the  lawn  mower  may  be  run  without 
obstruction.  Such  an  arrangement  h  eaally 
cared  for— a  matter  of  some  concern  if  the 
lawn  Is  to  be  maintained  by  the  owner  him- 
self. 

The  curved  line  is  the  line  of  beauty,  hence 
a  gradual  sweep  in  roads  and  paths  Is  liked 
by  everybody.  However,  any  turn  or  curve  in 
path  or  road  must  be  Justified.  If  one  does 
not  have  trees  or  outbreaks  of  rock  round 
which  a  road  must  of  necessity  curve.  It  U  a 
good  plan  to  plant  a  mass  of  shrubbery  in 
the  curve  of  the  road,  leaving  the  impression 
that  the  curve  was  forced  on  the  owner.  Just 
as  we  have  said  that  there  is  nothing  lovely 
about  a  concrete  walk,  unnecessary  roads, 
gravel  walks,  etc..  are  to  be  avoided.  The  turf! 
well  kept,  should  approach  the  house  In  so  far 
as  the  thing  la  practicable. 

The  Open  Space 

WrlTHOUT  the  opfn  apace  between  the 
W  borders  and  the  road  approaching  the 
house,  either  on  one  or  both  sides,  all  planting 
plans  are  faulty.  Nothing  can  take  the  place 
of  the  open  lawn,  and  nothing  repay*  the  beat 
care  more  than  open  spaces  of  well-kept  grass. 
Nothing  will  spoil  the  whole  appearance  any 
than  flower  beds  scattered  promla- 


Consider  the  Canvas 

JN  common  with  other  artlata  the  gardener 
JL  must  first  consider  his  canvas — in  the  case 
of  the  garden,  the  green  sward.  The  green 
sward  is  not  easy  to  get  or  to  maintain  In  this 
country.  The  ordinary  processes,  such  as 
ploughing,  harrowing,  spading,  leveling,  etc.. 
must  receive  attention,  but  when  the  lawn  has 
been  perfectly  leveled  and  the  soil  Is  In  the 
finest  state  of  devialon.  one  should  wait  mp"I 
it  has  settled.  Otherwise  there  may  be  hollow 
spots  objectionable  In  every  way.  After  set- 
tling, these  hollow  spots  may  be  filled,  and 
then  we  are  ready  for  the  seed,  if  the  soil  has 
been  properly  fertilized  without  the  Introduc- 
tion of  weed  seeds. 

The  seed  that  is  used  In  much  of  Canada  is 
Kentucky  blue  grass,  sixty  pounds;  white 
Dutch  clover,  ten  pounds;  and  Canada  blue 
grass,  ten  pounds  to  the  acre.  However,  in 
British  Columbia  the  fescues  are  giving  most 
excellent  result*.  Chewings  fescue  Is  as  good 
as  any.  The  one  thing  that  we  wish  to  em- 
phasize Is  the  fact  that  for  a  good  lawn  one 
must  use  excessive  amounts  of  seed.  Seventy- 
five  to  eighty  pounds  to  the  acre  will  not  be 
too  much.  Heavy  seeding  prevents  the  forma- 
tion of  tufts,  which  always  bring  about  an 
uneven  surface,  objectionable  from  every 
standpoint.  A  good  raking  with  a  garden  rake 
Immediately  preceding  the  seeding,  and  fol- 
lowed by  another  after  the  seeding,  and  roll- 
ing with  a  lawn  roller  should  give  good  results. 

The  fertility  of  the  lawn  may  subsequently 
be  kept  up  by  means  of  annual  dressings  of 
sulphate  of  ammonia,  say  200  pounds  to  the 
acre.  This  chemical  encourages  the  grass  and 
certainly  kills  broad-leaved  weeds  in

Avoid  Spots 

ALL  lovers  of  pictures  hftVt  noticed  that 
often  appearing  on  what  otherwise  would 
bt  ft  beautiful  picture,  there  Is  a  spot  which 
undoubtedly  draws  attention.  On  the  land- 
scape picture,  spots  often  occur.  In  one  case 
we  remember  having  seen  a  large-  pot  with 
flowers  planted  In  same,  with  wood  placed  In 
position  as  If  a  fire  soon  would  be  lighted. 
Nature  does  not  favor  plantings  of  that  kind. 
Avoid  It!  It  is  a  spot  I  In  this  connection  we 
object  to  all  boats  and  canoes  filled  with  soil 
and  planted  out.  as  we  have  seen  In  some 
cases.  Ivory  deer  and  the  like  belong  to  the 
same  class  and  should  be  avoided.  They  may 
be  beautiful,  but  they  are  out  of  place  and 
may  be  regarded  as  spots  of  doubtful  value.

Wide  Scope  for  the 
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By  DEAN  HALLIDAY 
ARDENERS  who  are  looking  for  new 
worlds  to  conquer— and  who  have  been 
even  moderately  successful  In  growing  hardy 
plants— should  turn  to  rock  gardening  for  a 
new  Interest.  If  you  have  been  a  little  bored 
with  the  routine  of  dividing  perennials,  with 
weeding,  and  with  the  unchanging  habits  of 
the  herbaceous  border  plants,  perhaps  an  ad- 
venture Into  rock  gardening  will  restore  your 
enthusiasm. 

Once  a  rock  garden  meant  a  circular  space, 
bordered  with  whitewashed  rocks  and  centred 
with  a  flagpole.  Half-starved  nasturtiums, 
stubby  geraniums  and  gaudy,  ungainly  cannas. 
placed  with  geometrical  precision,  filled  the 
beds. 

Miniature  rock  gardens,  set  up  at  flower 
shows,  have  displayed  small  exotic  plants  to 
gardeners  who  had  not  known  of  their  exist- 
ence. 

Growing  Popularity 

NO  one  In  this  country  has  perfected  the 
art  of  growing  plants  In  rocks  as  It  has 
been  perfected  In  England  and  on  the  Con- 
tinent, but  the  day  is  coming  when  every  gar- 
den will  have  its  share  of  native  wild  flowers 
and  Imported  alplnes. 

There  la  no  kind  of  gardening  that  shows 
you  up  as  a  good  or  bad  plantsman  as  quickly 
and  completely  as  rock  gardening.  A  good 
rock  gardener  spends  time  and  thought  in 
collecting  and  placing  saxlcolous  plants,  fit- 
ting them  Into  their  proper  places,  and  learn- 
ing what  each  plant  wants  in  the  way  of  soil, 
food  and  companionship.  A  collection  of 
thrifty  rock  plant*  Is  not  the  work  of  one  or 
two  seasons,  and  It  cannot  be  done  for  you. 
You.  yourself,  must  study,  plan,  observe  and 
experiment  to  succeed  In  thla  new  garden

THE  practice  of  inoculating  the.  seed  of 
legume  crops  with  nitrogen-gathering 
bacteria  was  first  Introduced  in  Canada 
almost  thirty  years  ago.  when  early  studies  at 
the  Ontario  Agricultural  College  In  1906  dem- 
onstrated that  favorable  results  could  be  ob- 
tained by  treating  seed  at  the  time  of  sowing 
with  "pure  cultures"  of  bacteria  adapted  to 
the  crop  in  question.  Since  then  much  knowl- 
edge has  been  gained  concerning  the  factors 
affecting  the  success  of  Inoculation  under 
practical  conditions,  until  now  It  la  regarded 
as  a  distinct  aid  to  good  farming  practice.  In 
spite  of  this  there  are  doubtless  many  areas 
where  treatment  of  legumes  would  have  meant 
Improvement  to  crop  and  soil. 

For  more  than  ten  years  the  Division  of  Bac- 
teriology of  the  Dominion  Experimental  Farms 
ha*  been  co-operating  with  farmers  to  atudy 
the  success  of  Inoculation  as  carried  out  by 
them  under  practical  conditions.  Out  of  1.800 
field  trials  reported.  78  per  cent  Indicated  a 
benefit,  while  In  those  casea  where  the  crop 
was  grown  for  the  first  time  81  per  cent  were 


Bacteria  in  the  Soil 

TN  half  the  cases  where  no  benefit  was  re- 
1  ported,  both  treated  and  untreated  crops 
grew  well,  pointing  to  the  preeence  of  the 
proper  bacteria  In  the  soil. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  Inoculation  is 
but  one  factor  In  legume  production,  and  that 
the  benefit  will  be  most  apparent  when  other 
conditions  are  favorable.  Adverse  climatic 
and  soil  conditions  affect  bacteria  as  well  as 
the  crop,  so  that  drought, 
aournesa.  etc.  cannot  be  remedied  by 
the  seed. 

Legume  Inoculation  is  distinctly  worth  while, 
la  cheap  and  never  harms  a  crop,  but  It 
ahould  be  remembered  that  the  better  the 
seed,  the  soil  and  cultural  conditions,  the  bet- 
ter will  be  the  chance  foi 
to  perform  their  work.

OWING  to  the  excessive  amount  of  rain 
during  the  last  s%ason.  Victoria  lawiu 
are'  more  than  ever  troubled  with 
moss.  While  trees,  shade  of  buildings  and. 
perhaps,  poor  drainage  will  bring  moss  in  a 
lawn,  starvation,  or  lack  of  food,  has  a  great 
deal  to  do  with  it. 

A  thorough  raking  Is  essential,  and  It  Is  sur- 
priclng  how  much  useless  material  can  be 
raked  off  a  lawn. 

There  are  a  great  many  forms  or  mixtures 
for  dressing  lawns,  and  one  of  the  most  bene- 
ficial, and  at  the  same  time  economical,  Is  as 
follows:  Sulphate  of  ammonia,  three  parts; 
calcinated  sulphate  of  Iron,  one  part ;  sand, 
twenty  parts.  Roughly  one  yard  of  sand,  300 
lbs  sulphate  of  ammonia  and  100  lbs.  sulphate 
of  Iron  is  sufficient  for  a  lawn  50  x  100  feet. 

The  simplest  way  to  use  this  dressing  on  the 
average  small  lawn  would  be  to  allow  three 
ounces  of  sulphate  of  ammonia  and  one  ounce 
of  sulphate  of  Iron  per  square  yard.  Mix  thla 
with  twenty  parts  of  sand  and  evenly  distrib- 
ute. If  the  weather  Is  dry.  it  Is  advisable  to 
water  It  In. 

Do  not  spare  the  roller.  A  good  rolling  will 
de  more  good  to  a  lawn  than  mote  people 
realise. 

Green  Grass 

HERETOFORE  sulphate  of  Iron.  In  the 
powdered  form,  has  not  been  procurable, 
but  one  of  our  leading  feed  stores  now  carries 
this  fertilizer.  It  not  only  encourages  the 
finer  grasses,  but  Imparts  a  beautiful  dark 
green  color  to  the  sward.  At  the  same  time 
It  Is  most  useful  as  a  moss  eradlcator. 

Another  most  excellent  dressing  Is  whale 
guano,  two  parts;  sulphate  of  ammonia,  one 
part;  and  steamed  bone  flour,  one  part.  Use 
at  the  rate  of  three  or  four  ounces  per  square 
yard,  mixed  with  a  spreader  of  either  sand  or 
a  rich  soli  mixture  and  watered  In.  Again 
the  writer  would 
and  rolling  of  lawns 

For  weedy  lawn*  the  periodical  use  of  sul- 
phate of  ammonia,  three  parts,  and  sulphate 
of  iron,  one  part,  used  sparingly,  will  in  time 
eradicate  most  weeds 

Owing  to  the  extremely  mild  weather  we 
have  had.  one  may  look  for  trouble  In  our  gar- 
dens In  regard  to  ground  pests.  The  active 
agent  in  most  soli  Insecticides  Is  napthalene. 
A*  a  deterrent,  or  destroyer  of  ground  pest*, 
a  proper  grade  of  napthalene  1* 

It  Is  found  that  more  and  more 
becoming  attacked  by  the  white  maggot.  A 
good  dusting  of  this  Insecticide  on  all  ground 

will  be  beneficial.

Use  of  Peat

so  many  gardens  seem  to  be  gifted  with  heavy 
clay  soils  or  heavy  loam,  there  is  nothing  like 
peat  to  lighten  the  ground  and  help  to  keep 
It  open,  even  In  as  wet  a  Winter  as  we  have 
Just  gone  through. 

While  It  is  to  be  lamented  that  the  most  use- 
ful and  easily-manipulated  peat  has  to  come 
from  Oermany,  It  is  hoped  that  before  long 
we  shall  be  able  to  obtain  shipments  <  at  as  low 
a  cost,  of  course)  from  the  several  peat  areas 
which  are  developing  In  our  own  country. 

For  all  such  shrubs  and  plant*  as  delight  In 
acid  soils  there  are  a  great  many  swamps  and 
areas  In  close  proximity  to  Victoria  where  most 
excellent  material  may  be  had. 

The  writer  has  been  able  for  the  first  time 
to  obtain  soil  from  a  landowner  In  Saanlch  in 
which  aeedllng  rhododendrons  thrive  without 
having  to  make  up  a  mixture.  All  It  requires 
1*  the  addition  of  a  proportion  of  sharp  sand.

Early  Sowing 

^y/E  sha11      ab,e  to  «°w  lawn  seed  at  least 
W  a  month  earlier  than  heretofore 
the  same  time  obtain  good  results. 

Even  when  making  a  lawn  on  a  virgin  area, 
the  use  of  fairly  coarse  bone  meal,  at  the  rate 
of  four  ounces  per  square  yard,  raked  In  before 
sowing,  will  aid  materially  later  on  when  the 
grass  is  sown. 

Do  not  roll  your  lawn  after  sowing.  Sow 
and  rake  in  across  the  prevailing  wind.  Even 
if  a  wind  ahould  come  up.  the  seed  will  not  be 
blown  to  one  end.

C'  IMAHLDHtU  is  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant factors  in  successful  pig  raising,  ac- 
cording to  Oeorge  Brotherson,  who  is  In  charge 
of  the  swine.  Incidentally  he  says  the  epithet 
'dirty  as  a  pig"  Is  a  misnomer.  "It  is  only 
the  odd  time  you  will  get  a  pig  that  does  not 
try  to  keep  Itself  clean,  and  it  Is  a  mistake  to 
think  that  anything  will  do  for  a  pig." 

The  pens  at  Dunrobin  are  cleaned  and  re- 
bedded  regularly,  wlUlewashed  three  times  a 
year,  and  In  the  case  of  the  maternity  pens 
they  are  scrubbed  with  a  solution  of  lye  and 
then  whitewashed  before  each  sow  farrows.

JD  rowing,  a  sow  Is  liberally  fed  on  a 
ration  composed  of  four  part*  oats,  one  part 
barley  and  possibly  one  part  bran.  This  Is 
supplemented  with  buttermilk  diluted  at  the 
rate  of  three  parts  water  to  one  of  buttermilk. 
Too  much  buttermilk  scours  the  little  pigs. 
Nor  Is  It  wise  to  change  from  buttermilk  to 
skimmed  milk,  or  vice  versa,  as  this  Is  apt  to 
upset  the  pigs  and  so  slow  down  their  growth. 

"In  Winter,  the  sow  has  access  to  a  mineral 
mixture  composed  of  one  part  bone  meal  or 
bone  char,  one  part  lime,  two  parts  charcoal, 
a  little  salt  and  a  small  quantity  of  Iron  sul- 
phate. Since  a  sow's  milk  Is  deficient  In  iron, 
we  place  a  small  quantity  of  reduced  Iron  on 
each  pig  s  tongue  when  three  weeks  old,  unless 
the  need  Is  seen  earlier.  Iron  helps  to  prevent 
anaemia,  and  Is  given  with  a  flat  stick.  To 
simplify  the  administration  of  the  Iron  we  are

Further  Precautions 

x  tOT  only  is  a  pen  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
INI  scalded  out  with  lye  solution  before  the 
pigs  are  born,  but  the  sow  is  washed  off  with 
soap  and  warm  water  to  4ree  her  skin  and 
hair  of  warm  eggs.  A  couple  of  days  previous 
to  this  she  receives  a  suitable  vermifuge  to 
remove  any  worms  in  the  Intestine. 

In  order  that  the  sow  may  become  accus- 
tomed to  her  changed  surroundings,  she  Is 
placed  in  the  farrowing  pen  a  week  before  the 
pigs  are  due  to  arrive.

(t|T  is  Important  for  little  pigs  to  learn  U 
J.  eat  well  before  they  are  weaned,  to 
they  will  suffer  the  minimum  of  setback.  If 
room  Is  available,  the  providing  of  suitable 
feed  in  a  creep  or  separate  pen  Is  desirable. 
Weanlings  are  given  finely  ground  oats— with 
only  good  heavy  oats  used  for  this  purpose— 
middlings  and  buttermilk  diluted  with  an 
equal  amount  of  water. 

"Oradually  barley  or  wheat  Is  added  to  their 
ration,  depending  on  what  is  available  or 
cheapest. 

"If  buttermilk  Is  available,  we  feed  It  right 
through,  but  usually  we  have  not  enough.  In 
that  case  tankage  is  used  as  a  supplement." 

Nothing  Is  left  to  chance  on  Dunrobin 
Farm.  Scales  are  available  In  every  depart- 
ment. Feed  Is  weighed,  and  the  hogs'  gains 
are  carefully  checked,  so  that  no  underweight

GLADIOLI  have  become  so  wonderfully 
popular  and  the  price  so  reasonable  that 
one  sees  them  growing  In  thousands  of  gar- 
dens throughout  the  country.  The  condition 
in  which  gladioli  are  frequently  seen  growing 
leads  one  to  the  conclusion  that  they  have 
been  planted  In  a  very  casual  way  and  with 
little  regard  to  their  being  successful  or  other- 
wise. If  success  Is  to  be  attained,  considera- 
tion must  be  given  to  the  requirements  of  the 
genus.  Gladioli  are  sun -loving  plants,  and  to 
place  them  In  any  position  where  they  cannot 
get  a  fair  amount  of  sun  Is  to  court  failure. 
Partial  shade  will  do  no  harm,  but  they  should 
not  be  planted  among  the  roots  of  any  shrubs 
or  trees  giving  them  shade. 

Oladioll  succeed  best  In  a  deep  sandy  loam, 
one  that  la  not  too  light,  but  they  will  grow 
In  almost  any  soil,  if  it  la  well  prepared.  A 
rich  soU  with  deep  culture,  and  preferably  one 
that  Is  In  really  good  condition  as  the  result 
of  heavy  manuring  for  a  previous  crop.  Is  the 


Roots  of  gladioli  have  been  measured  pene- 
trating the  soil  to  a  depth  of  fifteen  Inches, 
thus  deep,  rich  culture  Is  essential  If  flowers 
of  quality  are  to  be  obtained.  Never  plant 
them  in  a  situation  which  Is  continually  wet 
— as  they  love  the  sun,  so  they  resent  wet.  The 
soil  must  be  well  drained.  If  the  land  requires 
enriching,  well-rooted  manure  may  be  dug  in 
deeply,  but  It  must  be  kept  well  down,  so  as 
not  to  come  In  contact  with  the  corms  when 
planted.  Nothing  Is  more  likely  to  generate 
disease  of  the  corms  than  coming  in  contact 
with  fresh  manure.  If  stable  manure  is  not 
available,  any  good  fertiliser  may  be  incor- 
porated with  the  soil  when  digging 

Depth  for  Planting 

'-pHE  depth  at  which  the  corms  should  be 
1  planted  depends  on  the  slse;  the  largest 
ahould  be  planted  four  Inches  deep,  smaller 
corms  of.  say.  one  and  a  quarter  Inches  In 


be  continued  up  to  the  middle  of  May.  but 
only  the  largest  corms  should  be  used  for  this 
if  good  flowers  are  expected.  Smaller  corms 
would  probably  fall  to  flower  under  these  con- 
ditions, which  are  not  Ideal. 

If  the  weather  Is  dry  after  planting,  a  really 
good  soaking  with  water  once  a  week  when 
the  plants  are  well  started  into  growth  Is  es- 
sential. It  must  be  a  soaking,  and  not  a 
sprinkling,  to  do  any  good. 

To  Prevent  "Kinking" 

\Y/HEN  splkea  Ul  re<lulre<l  for  exhibition. 
W  staking  must  be  attended  to  quite  early, 
more  particularly  if  the  season  Is  hot,  as  some 
of  the  best  exhibition  varieties  are  liable  In 
hot  weather  to  "kink ■  in  the  stem.  By  early 
staking  and  tying  "kinking"  can  be  prevented. 
If  the  plants  are  required  merely  for  garden 
decoration,  staking  Is  not  a  necessity,  although 
some  of  the  tall,  vigorous-growing  varieties 
are  better  staked  If  planted  In  any 
where  wind  Is  at  all  troublesome. 

If ,  as  is  quite  possible,  any  plants  show 
of  disease  during  growth,  they  should  be  lifted 
Immediately,  and  the  soil  for  an  Inch  or  two 
round  the  bulbs  also  removed  to  prevent  any 
infection  remaining  and  attacking  the  healthy 
corms. 

The  beat  time  for  Jlftlng  Is  as  soon  as  the 
leaves  begin  to  turn  yellow  m  the  Autumn. 
Do  not  wait  until  frost  comes  to  kill  the  foli- 
age, rather  cut  It  off  while  some  green  re- 
mains. Remove  all  soil  from  the  corms.  dry 
them  thoroughly,  and  store  In  a  temperature 
of  not  less  than  40  degrees  In 


about  two  Inches  deep  If  the  large-size  corms 
are  not  set  deeply,  the  plants  fall  over  rather 
badly.  The  distance  apart  depends  In  • 
measure  on  the  space  available,  but  It  ahould 
not  be  less  thsn  six  inches  from  plant  to 
plant;  nine  Inches  Is  preferable,  If  the  aurface 
of  the  soil  is  to  be  kept  In  good  friable  condi- 
tion.

We  had  a  trial  in  London  the 
other  day.  The  Jury  were  the  free- 
men of  the  great  City  Company  or 
Guild  of  the  Ooldsmiths.  The  de- 
fendant, so  to  speak,  was  the  Master 
of  Hia.  Majesty's  Mint,  and  the  ex- 
hibits in  the  case  were  specimens  of 
our  silver  coinage. 

The  occasion  was  what  la  known 
•a  "The  Trial  of  the  Pyx  " 

According  to  the  existing  law, 
which  dates  from  1870,  though  its 
origins  lie  many  centuries  further 
back,  trial  must  be  made  once  In 
every  year  in  which  coins  are  Issued 
by  the  mint  or  as  often  as  the  Lords 
of  the  Treasury  determine.  These 
assays  and  trials  arc  conducted  by 
the  Ooldsmiths  In  conditions  of  the 
utmost  secrecy  to  determine  that 
our  coinage  conforms  to  the  statu- 
tory requirements  of  the  Coinage 
Act. 

The  Trial  of  the  Pyx  takes  Its 
origin  from  the  fact  that  In  mediae- 
val times  It  was  the  habit  of  "The 
King's  Moncyere"—  In  present-day 
language,  the  Mint— to  clip  the 
coinage  for  their  own  private  bene- 
fit, and  the  trial  was  designed  to 
prevent  this. 

The  Pyx  (Greek— puxla)  Is  the 
chest  or  casket  in  which  the  coins 
for  trial  are  deposited.

Some  curious  things  emerge:  here

corner  shop,  and  that  point  is 
afterwards  made  a  stopping  place 
for  trams  or  buses,  his  trade  goes 
"phut"  right  away.  Customers  do 
hot  like  being  seen  entering  such 
establishments  by  waiting  passen- 
gers 

Women's  fashions  change  so  rap- 
Idly  that  if  a  pledge  is  not  redeemed 
for  the  statutory  year.  "Uncle"  has 
Rreat  difficulty  in  realising  his  loan. 
Other  women  simply  will  not  buy 
the  demode  garments  at  any  price. 

Not  a  single  pawnbrokers'  estab- 
Bshment  has  been  opened  for  aev 
*raJ   years   on   any   new  housing 
estate  in  England. 

And  lastly,  the  trade  of  profes- 
Blonnl  pawner  still  exists,  in  two 
forms  one  of  these  Is  that  of  the 
person  who  is  adroit  In  buying  goods 
cheaply  and  pawning  them  at  a 
profit.  The  other  Is  that  of  a  man 
who  is  expert  in  the  art  of  extract- 
ing the  highest  possible  loan  on  any 
given  article,  who  knows  that  pawn- 
brokers specialize  in  this  or  that 
variety  of  gootls.  and  who  thercforr 
pawns  goods  for  more  sensitive 
"clients "  on  a  commission  basis. 

The  latter  occupation  surely  ought 
to  be  classified  as  one  of  London's 
queer  trades. 

SMITHS  ARE  INCREASING 

There  are  a  million  Smiths. 
Browns  and  Taylors  in  this  country 
according  to  Mr.  8.  P  Vivian,  the 
Reglstrar-Oeneral  In  a  lecture  the 
other  night  at  the  8oclety  of  Gene, 
aloglst*  he  said  that  the  records  of 
births  and  deaths  In  1853  showed 
that  the  commonest  surnames  at 
that  time  were  Smith.  Jones.  Wll- 
llnms.  Taylor,  navies  and  Brown 
The  percentage  of  Smiths  and 
Browns  has  Increased  since  then.  At 
present  there  la  a  Smith  population 
of  more  than  half  a  million,  and 
there  are  Browns  and  Taylors  to  the 
extent  of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
million  each 

"The  earlier  findings:'  said  Mr 
Vivian,  "may  Incline  us  to  surmise 
In  how  many  of  those  living  today- 
must  still  run  the  blood  of  any  fam- 
ous or  eminent  character  of  a  long 
past  epoch.  But  we  must  warn  our- 
selves that  this  may  be  an  illusion 
We  should  be  tending,  apart  from 
the  Introduction  of  new  foreign 
blood,  towards  an  Increased  popula- 
tion concentrated  among  a  dimin- 
ishing number  of  stocks,  as  well  as 
a  diminishing  number  of  surnames."

The  clavie  "king."  or  skipper,  as 
he  is  termed,  is  William  Peterkln. 
The  clavie  consists  of  an  Archangel 
tar  barrel  sawn  in  two,  one  half  of 
which  is  affixed  to  a  salmon  fisher's 
stake  and  then  secured  with  staves 
An  ordinary  stone  from  the  beach 
served  as  a  hammer,  since  the  use 
of  any  metallic  substance  Is  deemed 
to  be  Irreverent.  Cheers  rent  the 
still  night  air  as  the  clavie  was  set 
alight.  Here  again  superstition 
played  its  part,  a  smouldering  peat 
instead  of  a  match  being  employed. 

A  perambulation  of  the  principal 
streets  followed.  Occasional  halts 
were  made,  and  pieces  of  the  burn- 
ing faggots  were  hurled  without 
ceremony  or  regard  for  private 
property  into  open  house  doors  The 
residents  so  favored  cherish  these 
faggots  as  emblems  of  great  good 
luck  during  the  coming  year.

The  climax  was  reached  when 
the  burning  clavie  was  borne  up 
the  Doorle  Hill,  which  overlooks  the 
Moray  Firth,  and  was  there  wedged 
into  a  cylindrical  stone  or  altar  and 
replenished  with  combustibles.  The 
beacon  cast  a  lurid  glow  that  was 
seen  by  vessels  miles  out  at  sea.  Fi- 
nally It  was  hacked  at.  and  as 
it  smashed  and  fell  down  all  sides 
of  the  hill,  the  crowds  surged  round 
In  a  scramble  for  the  burning  em- 
bers.

Thus  an  Increase  In  the  price  of 
barley  means  an  Increase  In  sti- 
pends The  whisky  boom  In  the 
United  8tates  has  sent  barley  up  by 
about  $2  40  a  ton  over  last  year's 
figure.  "The  practice  is  200  or  300 
years  old.'"  Dr.  Campbell,  Joint  clerk 
of  the  Olasgow  Presbytery,  said  to 
The  News  Chronicle.  "It  dates 
from  the  time  when  ministers  of 
the  Church  of  Scotland  took  part 
of  their  stipends  In  kind. 

"In  time  the  barter  system  was 
dropped  and  the  grain  tribute  was 
translated  into  a  money  payment, 
based  on  the  ruling  market  prices 
of  grain.  The  Act  of  1925  sub- 
stituted a  nxed  stipend,  but  a  num- 
ber of  ministers  stuck  to  the  old 
system.  In  any  charge  becoming 
vacant  since  1925  the  fixed  stipend 
is  paid."

vestigation. Its  teaching  was  not 
ac'ence,  history,  or  economics,  but 
religion.  A  great  deal  of  the  con- 
fusion of  the  present  time  was  the 
result  of  the  false  conception  of 
Infallibility  and  of  the  using  of  the 
Bible  for  questions  for  which  it  was 
not  meant." 

Mr  Wrlglev  wanted  scholars  to 
select  portions  of  the  Bible  with 
Judicious  care  so  that  it  would  give 
a  true  meaning  of  religion  with  a 
key  to  Its  Interpretation.

U>Ni>oN  (CP).— With  it* 
clslvc  minority  from  the  recent 
election*  to  the  London  County 
Council,  the  Labor  party  for  the 
next  three  years  will  control  some 
of  the  most  Important  public 
services  enjoyed  by  the  4,500,000  In- 
habitants within  the  117  square 
miles  of  Greater  London. 

The  return  of  the  Labor  party 
with  a  majority  of  sixteen  followed 
a  dominance  In  the  Council  for 
twenty-seven  years  of  the  Munici- 
pal Reformers,  a  party  correspond- 
ing roughly  to  the  Conservative*  of 
national  politics.  The  cause*  for 
this  volte  face  by  the  electors  of  the 
metropolis  are  varied.  Much  of  the 
credit  for  the  Labor  victory  Is  cer- 
tainly due  to  the  ability  of  the 
leader  of  London's  labor  forces, 
Herbert  Morrison,  formerly  Minister 
of  Transport. 

AN  IMPARTIAL  VIEW 
A*  for  the  effect  on  London's 
governance,  one  Journal  of  Impar- 
tial outlook  summarise*  it  thus: 
"Though  sixteen  votes  Is  a  satisfac- 
tory majority  for  Mr.  Morrison,  It 
is  not  one  which  need  make  our 
flesh  creep— especially  If  we 
pgeaonally  acquainted  with  the 
Socialist  councillors.  A  spell  of 
Socialist  rule  In  London  may  not  be 
at  all  a  bad  thing.  Mr  Morrison  is 
far  the  ablest  Labor  leader  in  the 
country.  London  might  have  many 
worse  rulers  than  he." 

The  London  County  Council  la  a 
body  with  a  constitution  entirely 
peculiar  to  Itself.  The  visitor  from 
afar  might  be  surprised  to  learn 
that  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London, 
whom  he  regards  as  the  embodi- 
ment of  London's  civic  life, 
probably  never  so 
the  portal  of  the  London  County 
Council's  great  headquarters,  which 
almost  face  the  Houses  of  Parlia- 
ment across  the  river.

Created  In  1889  to  bring  some 
order  and  uniformity  into  the  mu- 
nicipal administration  of  Oreater 
London  the  powers  of  the  LC.C. 
are  nevertheless  still  restricted  to 
certain  large-scale  service*.  The 
thirty  or  so  borough  Councils  with- 
in the  London  area  (each  of  which, 
incidentally.  affect*  a  modest 
amount  of  civic  ceremony  on  the 
lines  of  the  Lord  Mayor  at  the 
Mansion  House  and  the  Oulldhall) 
are  still  solely  responsible  for  many 
essential  public  supplies.  As  for 
the  "one  square  mile"  of  the  City 
proper — the  LC.C.  hardly  pene- 
trates within  It*  ancient  borders  at 
all.  for  the  august  Court  of  Com- 
mon Council  Jealously  keeps  the 
management  of  matters  almost  en- 
tirely to  Itself  This  triple  system 
in  London's  local  government  pro- 
duces a  curious  state  of  affairs, 
the  wonder  Is  that,  taking  It 
gr-ther,  it  works  so  well. 

The  County  Council  ts  the  su- 
p/erne education  authority  for  Lon- 
don, and  no  fewer  than  785.000  chil- 
dren and  adults  attend  the  schools. 
It  has  also  Just  recently  become  the 
Public  Assistance  authority,  thus 
succeeding  no  fewer  than  twenty- 
five  former  boards  of  Poor  I^w 
Guardians  It  Is  the  sole  manager 
of  the  London  Are  brigade  and  am- 
bulance services.  The  licencing  and 
supervision  of  theatres,  music  halls 
and  movie  palaces  rests  with  the 
L  C.C  .  although  the  Crown  retains 
certain  rights  over  those  historic 
theatre*  possessing  letters  patent.

The  fruit  acids  and  vitamin  B 
content  of  oranges  and  lemons 
make  them  excellent  for  stimulat- 
ing appetite,  while  children  like  the 
flavor  of  these  fruit  Juices  drinks 
and  take  them  readily.
